His  office  is  full  of  mementos 
including  two  Red  MSC  frisbees 
and  a  plaque  which  Reads  "In 
sincere  appreciation  for 
unselfish  dedication  and 
guidance." 
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For  over  ten  years,  Dr.  Edward 
C.  Martin,  Dean  of  Students, 
has  lent  his  distinct  style  of 
guidance  to  the  students  of  Mont- 
clair  State. 

His  most  notable  function  has 
been  with  special  cases,  problems, 
concerns  or  needs.  In  this  capacity, 
Dr.  Martin  oversees  everything 
from  the  simple,  like  providing  in- 
formation to  students  —  to  the 
more  challenging,  such  as  counsel- 
ing students,  working  with  the 
physically  challenged  and  even 
dispensing  disciplinary  actions. 

Dr.  Martin  is  also  the  manager, 
supervisor  or  director  of  most  stu- 
dent activities  though  he  prefers  to 
let  the  organizations  and  their  staff 


take  the  initiative  to  plan  and  carry 
out  their  functions  while  he  over 
sees  their  organization  policies.

Comments  on  Desert  Shield 

Dr.  Martin  feels  that  those  individuals 
who  participated  in  Desert  Shield  un- 
derestimated their  contributions.  Still 
he  wishes  to  stress  that  while  it  is  good 
to  applaud  the  soldiers,  we  need  to 
question  the  men  who  sent  them  there. 
"We  need  to  question  the  New  World 
Order,  and  we  need  to  ask  whether  the 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  'call  to  hon- 
or' was  answered  was  used  appropri- 
jately.  It  is  also  important  to  remember 
that  no  matter  how  successful  Desert 
Shield  appeared,  not  all  conflicts  can  or 
should  be  resolved  through  force." 
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In  August  of  1980  Dr.  Jean  Arm- 
strong left  her  position  as  Dean  of 
Students  in  Rutgers  Newark  to  be- 
come the  Associate  Dean  here  at  Mont- 
clair  State;  today,  she  is  the  Vice- 
President  of  Student  Affairs.  She  is  also 
an  Intercollegiate  Director  of  the  ori- 
entation program  about  which  she  com- 
ments, "1  am  pleased  to  see  that  pro- 
gram concentrate  on  giving  new 
students  a  sense  of  belonging." 

There  is  also  another  program  in  the 
works,  according  to  Dr.  Armstrong, 
which  expands  this  idea  called  The 
New  Student  Experience  which  helps 
new  students  by  providing  academic 
and  social  support.  "We  want  to  con- 
struct an  environment  where  people 
feel  free  to  create  their  own  environ- 
ment." For  instance.  Dr.  Armstrong 
feels  that  one  of  the  many  important 
decisions  she's  made  this  year  was  to

dents the  chance  to  live  up  to  their 
commitment  .  .  .  which  they  did  this 
Spring. 

Dr.  Armstrong's  background  is  as  an 
English  professor.  She  continues  to 
teach  Art  of  Poetry  because  she  feels  it 
is  important  for  administrators  to  con- 
tinue to  teach  so  as  not  to  lose  touch 
with  the  students  and  teachers.  Re- 
maining close  to  the  students  and  teach- 
ers has  allowed  Dr.  Armstrong  to  see 
changes  in  the  attitudes  of  students  and 
atmosphere  of  the  college.  She  notes 
that,  like  History,  there  seems  to  be  a 
basic  pattern  which  repeats  itself  — 
with  a  few  minor  changes  each  time. 
Students  go  from  being  very  politically 
orientated,  active  and  anti- 
establishment,  to  being  very  conserva- 
tive, while  at  other  times  they  follow  a 
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lore  'meism'  standard.  "Colleges  used 
I  be  microcosms  of  the  world,  but  with 
ss  pressures.  It  was  a  time  out  of  time 
Dr  the  students,  but  today  most  of  that 
licrocosm  is  lost  because  students  have 
D  work  as  well  as  go  to  school." 
Still,  not  everything  has  changed, 
'his  year,  as  with  almost  every  aca- 
emic  year,  the  high  point  was  grad- 
ation. "Seeing  students  you've  known 
t  different  stages  in  their  college  ca- 
3ers;  watching  from  where  they've 
ome  and  realizing  how  they've  grown. 
I'o  see  them  acknowledged  ...  It  is  as 
V^allace  Stevens  said,  'Sentimentality  is 
fountain  of  feeling'." 


Comments  on  Desert  Shield 

Dr.  Armstrong  notes  one  of  the  con- 
iderable  differences  between  Desert 
■hield  and  Vietnam  was  the  way  in 
^hich  the  soldiers  were  treated.  The 
ollege  students  who  participated  in 
)esert  Shield  were  accommodated  on 

one-to-one  basis  both  before  they 
eft  and  after  they  returned.  This  was 
Lot  done  for  the  students  who  went  to 
Vietnam  and  many  students  dropped 
tut  once  they  did  come  back.

The  organization  of  this  man's 
office  is  overwhelming  .  .  .  He 
moved  several  stacks  of  papers 
to  make  room  for  us  to  sit. 
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There  are  over  600  new  stu- 
dents every  Fall  and  another 
300  each  Spring;  all  of  them 
go  through  orientation.  James  Har- 
ris is  the  Associate  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents and  one  of  the  many  aspects 
of  his  job  includes  running  New 
Student  Orientation  both  for  trans- 
fer students  and  freshmen.  Dean 
Harris  develops  the  program  and 
then  supervises  the  OWLS 
(Orientation  Workshop  Leaders) 
who  are  trained  to  give  new  stu- 
dents a  good  first  impression  as 
well  as  academic  advisement.  They 
also  try  to  ease  the  new  students 
into  the  social  scene  by  offering 
them  friendship  and  introducing 
them  to  other  new  students. 
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Dean  Harris  is  also  one  of  the 
administrators  who  have  a  hand  ir 
making  sure  the  thirty  Greek  Or 
ganizations  follow  the  rules  and 
regulations  set  in  their  charters  as 
well  as  the  laws  set  by  the  state. 

Still  another  of  Dean  Harris's  re-  ■ 
sponsibilities  is  as  the  coordinator 
of  the  Minority  Student  Mentors 
Program  which  is  an  organization 
designed  to  give  freshman  minority 
students  a  significant  other  to  re- 
late to.  "One  of  the  biggest  prob- 
lems new  minority  students  face  is 
social  shock,  where  many  of  their 
preconceived  ideas  and  beliefs 
about  others  is  challenged."  Social 
shock  may  lead  to  other  problems 
for  the  individual  if  not  properly 


ittended  to.  The  Mentors  Program 
s  designed  to  prevent  or  ease  the 
)ressures  of  social  shock.

She  earned  her  undergraduate 
degree  at  MSC  and  then  went  on  to  graduate  school  at 
Stevens  Tech.,  where  she  was  the  'First  Woman  in  Math.' 
Dr.  Leef  received  her  doctorate  at  Rutgers  and  a  Master's 
of  Divinity  at  Drew  which  makes  her  an  ordained  min- 
ister. In  fact,  Dr.  Leef  is  a  chaplain  here  on  campus. 

Dr.  Leef  remembers  one  of  her  best  college  expe- 
riences, "As  an  undergraduate,  I  held  the  Vice-President 
office  of  the  Student  Government  which  was  the  highest 
office  a  woman  could  hold  then." 

Dr.  Leef  tells  us  her  funniest  memory  concerning  a 
teacher  and  twin  boys.  "One  boy  attended  MSC  the  other 
another  college.

State  for  18  years.  He  received  his  BA  in  Philosophy 
and  his  Ph.D.  in  Religious  Studies  at  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity. He  also  did  graduate  work  at  Columbia  and  in 
the  Jew^ish  Theological  Seminary. 

Dr.  Kogan  felt  his  best  memory  of  college  was, 
"Discovering  myself  in  my  own  capacity,  in  ways  I 
had  never  dreamed  of.  I  learned  that  I  could  move 
beyond  the  definitions  impressed  upon  me  by  parents 
and  schoolmates  in  high  school,  and  that  it  was  in  my 
power  to  shape  my  own  life  in  ways  that  J  choose." 

Dr.  Kogan's  funniest  moment?  "During  a  lecture  of 
Jesus'  first  healing  of  a  possessed  individual,  two  of 
my  students  walked  in  wearing  robes  and  head- 
dresses. With  them  was  a  third  student  who  they 
claimed  to  be  possessed.  Rather  than  reprimand  the 
students  for  disrupting  the  class,  I  played  along  with 
them  and  proceeded  to  'heal'  the  possessed  student.  I 
placed  my  hands  on  the  student's  head  and  shouted 
'heal  this  boy,  drive  the  devil  out  of  him!'  This  was  a 
lesson  my  students  would  never  forget!" 

Dr.  Kogan's  advice  .  .  .  "Don't  be  afraid  of  difficult 
courses.  You  will  never  be  more  open  to  new  ideas  or 
more  able  to  undertake  more  vigorous  thought  than 
you  are  now."
